pointed out that the Central Travel Unit and the 
decentralization of functions were closely related to the 
move dovntown of Finance, which is pscposed for mid-July, and 
an internal re-organlzatlon, which Finance is currently 
carrying out* As regards the decentralization of certifying 
funetlons, basically, the Blvisions will be able to certify 
those items which do not require reference to centralized 
record and about which the Bivlslons have more knowledge than 
other Agency cQBS>oi(bntB* This decentralization will avoid 
duplication and also avoid certain difficulties that otherwise 
would arise as a result of Finances' move. Finance will main- 
tain Central certifying functions over items such as payroll, 
allowance payments to other Agencies, and procurements on all 
which must be controlled on a centralized basis. It is 
realized that certain gray areas existed in the categories of 
items decentralized and that after some experience is gained, 
more definition will be required. 


The Central Travel Unit is primarily designed to avoid dupli- 
cation and to provide for more consistaacy and uniformity in 
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processing eu^lojree trayel. The Unit vlU process all travel 
voachers for all Agency personnel. It vill actually compute 
and type all vouchers for foreign PCS travel as veil as foreign 
TSI travel and domestic travel vbere such travel is eoo^lleated. 
The Ihiit caoncjt physically handle the typing and cos^tatloa 
for all Agency travel vouchers, and this function for the 
Majority of TDY and domestic 'teiKvel.vlll remain a reaponslhlllty 
of the cooiponent eoncemed. I emphasized that the Unit 

has limited staffing aaad he pointed out to the Area Ulvlsl^s 
that those positions vhlch they lost did not go Into the Travel 
Section. He requested the cooperatl<% of everyone in helping 
this Ihult to get started and to achieve an efficient status. 


I ^stated that ohvlousiy some re-tralnlng of personnel 

in the UD/P components vas called for so that they vould he 
capahle of carrying some of the burden for travel voucher prepa- 
xetlon and computation.
